K. The Chinata do not know the extent of help the aBN can give to the China t 

^ cause, but it is planned initially to supply the ABN with favorable materials 
for dissemination through ABH publications. 

L. What the Chinats can do specifically for the ASM is not yet clear. Perhaps 
the ABN ohief sees the collapse of communism coming sooner than anyone else 
expects and then he will be in a very favorable position vis-a-vla his own 
government (Ukrania) and 00 strong and powerful a govsrruaent as that which 
the Chinate will reestablish on the China mainland. 

K. With respect to the NTS, contact was first established by the Chinats at a 
radio conference hold in Europe in 1953 (Tertnille and Gonerhode at 41 are 
familiar with this). The Chinat reps were 00 favorably impressed with the 
work of the NTS and had such a good time while in Europe for that conference 
that they hare since been singing the pralaes of the NTS and the good impression 
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c t^iere, particularlv in such countries as Canada and the United States. (In

I. The China t a have supplied , and plan to continue to supply, the MTS with 
materials for broadcast and publication. 

2. ZX also spoke at soo* length on the differences which keep the NTS 



and ABN apart - these being based primarily on the NTS' advocacy of a Greater 
Russia, Including all alien peoples, European and Asiatic, who had been under 
Russian control in 1914, and the ABH's espousal of a Free Ukrania, consisting 
of both the western and eastern parts of the Ukraine, and of free countries 
to be established with non* Russian peoples presently forming parts of the 
USSR. Since Haadcruerters presumably has detailed information regarding these 
differences, Cl Z!> lengthy cossoents on them will not be included in 

this dispatch.
